importance to merchants was tried iri'th

The last of April, Wheelock went to Bo. 
ton, and represented to Messrs! Johnson i. 


. Shannon, Dry Goods Merchants' of-ilia 


fcity, to whom he was d stranger, thai h 
.owed no one,'except a small amount to M 
firiggB. and. that he had. n-surplus t 
twelve hundred dollars on.hand, in his hus 
inesa.operations; these facts he wrote.in 
book .which Johnson &< Shannon.:';kepv'fo 
that purpose, and signed' his name tb-th 
same. O'n the strength: of this; ahd-furthe 
favorable represcnfalipris made to tlii!in..b

^A- few days after: the execution of the Ins 
mortgage, Mr. Wheelock madq an'assigri- 
inent of all liis property, for the benefit o 
his creditors, to Viols G. Peek, of Bristol, 
subject to the mortgages which were al- 
ready on the property. 


This action of Trover; was brought by 


Johnson & Shannon against'Peck, the as- 
signee, for tiie recovery .of the goods pur- 
cliased:pf;themj: and.held by him, in his 
capacity aforesaid. 
The Plaintiffs contend- 


ed that the gpoils-werc obtained'by fraudu- 
lent representations on the pan of .'Whee- 
lock, and consequently the sale was void, 
and that under, these circumstances, they 
were entitled to a verdict against the De- 
fendant, ibr'the Mnoiinl of the bill of cr00ds 
Pohl to Wheelock. They proved that nt 
the time Wheelock obtained the goods of 
Johnson & Shannon, he was owing several 
houses in Providence, in all about one thou- 
sand dollars, in addition to Die debt of 
about nineteen hundred dollars to Briggs, 
which was secured by Mortgage. 
(gTlie Defendant contended tTiat a.Uhouo-h 
thePlainfifTs once owned' tlin goods sued for, 
they had legally .conveyed them to Whee- 
lock, and had now no interest in them. They 
offered some testimony to show (hat a port- 
tion of the same goods bad been sold; and 
also that Wheelock's wile kept *: Millinary 
establishment, and that the articles made by 
her were put into,the store—and also.that 
Xome of the debts which Wheelock owed 
in Providence, w.ere for articles sold his 
wife. : But the Plaintiffs proved that Whee- 
lock was generally present" when these 
things were purchased by his wife, and 
know that he owed these debts. 


The Court charged that if these goods 


.were legally sold .and conveyed to Whee- 
Inck,' by Johnson and Shannon, without 


. fraudulent representations, then tin's aetjon 


• caulil not hold. -.'. But if thoconveyance was 


illegal, d'nd obtained by fraud,. then the ac-
